DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for allowance of claim 23 is the inclusion of the two layered stencil 
apparatus as recited and the particular steps of cutting, removing and mounting for attaching the 
adhesive coated stencil elements to the stencil apparatus in order to enable stencil printing. The 
prior art of record does not meet the requirement as recited. With respect to newly submitted 
independent claims 26 and 52, the examiner agreed with applicant's argument that the recited 
stencil support sheet having located between opposed peripheral edges thereof an elongated 
access area in which openings are made through at least selected portions thereof to underlie 
cutouts of stencil plates mounted to the stencil support sheet, whereby printing material is 
applied through the stencil cutouts and the openings made through the access area to thereby 
imprint images of the stencil plate cutouts onto an object surface, is not taught by the prior art of 
record.
